The  odometer  read  119305  when  I  headed  out  of  my  driveway  for 
a  three  week  adventure  that  would  include  the  28th  annual  meeting  of 
the  International  Association  of  Silver  Art  Collectors,  a.k.a.  lASAC.  1  left 
my  house  September  25th  and  headed  for  Chicago  where  I  would  hook 
up  with  an  old  high  school  friend.  We  had  just  celebrated  our  45th  class 
reunion  the  previous  weekend,  and  1  had  originally  planned  by  my 
calendar  to  begin  a  three  week  absence  by  following  him  back  to  his 
Chicago  abode  and  leave  that  Sunday  for  Portland,  OR. 

WRONG!  Instead  of  leaving  the  22nd  of  September,  we  didn’t  get 
to  leave  for  Portland  until  the  28th.  David,  my  friend,  had  been  having 
pain  in  his  jaw,  teeth,  and  up  into  his  neck  for  a  few  weeks.  Instead  of 
having  this  checked  out  sooner,  he  waited  until  1  arrived  in  Chicago  to 
get  this  looked  into.  Turned  out  he  had  a  wisdom  tooth  that  needed  to 
come  out.  The  delay  set  my  schedule  back  a  week.  Remember  1  had 
allotted  only  3  weeks  for  my  entire  trip. 

I  had  acquired  my  “Trip  Tiks”  (sic?)  information  from  AAA 
weeks  earlier.  I  had  planned  a  leisurely  drive  out  T80  with  stops  at 
National  Parks  and  other  points  of  interest.  With  the  w'eek  delay,  1  still 
thought  1  had  time  to  see  some  sights  along  T80.  WRONG!  David’s  niece 
had  moved  to  Minot,  ND  so  we  detoured  off  of  1-94  to  U.S.  2  to  visit  with 
her.  Now  U.S.  2  is  a  great  stretch  of  highway,  but  it  isn’t  an  interstate.  So, 
we  lost  a  little  more  time.  THEN  thanks  to  our  national  government 
a.k.a.  “dufusus  humungous,”  we  arrived  at  Glacier  National  Park  on 
September  29th.  Not  to  worry,  the  Congress  would  not  let  our 
government  shut  down  without  some  thoughtful  and  meaningful 
negotiations  and  compromises.  WRONG! 

We  arrived  at  Glacier  National  Park  in  time  to  see  a  few  sites/ 
sights  and  visit  a  gift  shop.  In  the  gift  shop,  there  were  a  number  ot 
Chinese  students.  1  thought  they  had  come  to  visit  the  park.  One  ot  the 
young  ladies  was  taking  all  of  the  tabasco  sauce  off  of  one  of  the  shelves.  I 
thought  this  was  odd  because  either  she  has  a  great  hankering  for  hot 
sauce  or  something  else  was  up. 

Turns  out  they  had  been  summer  interns  and  were  closing  up  the 
party/gift  shop  because  of  the  government  shut-down..  We  saw  as  much 
of  Glacier  as  we  could  in  the  2  days  we  were  there,  but  as  the  30th  started, 
the  park  rangers  were  herding  visitors  out  of  areas,  going  into  the  hiking 
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and  camping  areas  to  alert  patrons,  and  even  had  the  overnight  guests 
from  the  hotels  headed  towards  the  gates.  As  an  area  was  cleared,  the 
gates  were  closed  and  locked.  BUMMER!  (1  did  learn  one  interesting 
thing  about  Glacier-they  allow  cattle  to  roam  freely  along  the  winding 
BLIND  curv'es  and  switchbacks  that  lead  you  up  to  St.  Mary’s.  We  left  in 
rain  to  start  up,  switched  to  sleet,  and  by  the  time  we  were  at  St.  Mary’s 
we  had  snow  on  the  ground.  Needless  to  say  the  weather  and  cattle  were 
a  real  adrenaline  boost  for  me  on  the  way  down!) 

So  we  followed  U.S.  2  to  the  end  which  brought  us  to  Washington.  While 
visiting  the  Grand  Coulee  Dam,  we  found  out  that  U.S.  2  stretches  from 
the  state  of  Washington  to  Delaware.  Now  1  knew  that  U.S.  2  runs  the 
length  of  the  Upper  Peninsula  in  Ml,  but  it  cuts  through  Canada 
somehow  and  comes  out  in  NY  to  continue  its  eastward  journey.  (I’ll 
look  that  up  sometime  and  let  you  know  what  1  find  out.  OR,  you 
geography  huffs  can  just  call  me  and  tell  me  where  to  go  and  where  to  get 
off.  Oh,  that’s  right,  you  already  do!)  Back  to  our  thrilling  adventures. 

We  headed  into  Seattle  and  caught  up  to  1-5.  Now  you  city  people 
think  I’m  kidding  when  I  say  my  town  is  so  small  we  only  have  a  4-way 
blinking  stop  light.  I’M  NOT!  Also,  we  use  “Merge”  signs  in  MI  to  let  you 
know  when  the  highway  is  going  to  lose  a  lane,  not  little  arrows  on  the 
pavement  which  you  can’t  see  when  you’re  squished  between  3  or  4  semis 
going  80  m.p.h.  David  and  I  almost  had  the  unfortunate  event  happen  of 
crashing  into  a  cement  barrier  at  79  m.p.h.  because  we  didn’t  notice  the 
teensy,  weensy,  little,  minute  arrows  on  the  pavement.  Seriously,  I  had 
the  Impala  standing  on  its  nose  and  some  drawers  filled  to  the  top 
because  of  this  scenario.  (By  drawers,  I  don’t  mean  what  you  find  in  a 
dresser  or  chest  of....) 

David’s  Tphone  did  come  in  handy  for  directions.  My  original 
plan  was  to  let  him  do  all  of  the  city  driving.  However,  he  has  a  friend  in 
Seattle  that  he  wanted  to  visit  so  I  dropped  him  off  first  at  his  friend’s 
house  and  then  tried  to  navigate  my  way  to  Nancy’s  house.  (You  get  to 
meet  a  lot  of  nice  people  when  you’re  stopping  any  and  everyone  who  is 
out  walking,  jogging,  or  riding  a  bike  because  you  don’t  have  or  know 
how  to  operate  one  of  those  fancy  techno-things!)  Also,  it’s  a  lot  of  fun 
seeing  how  long  a  normal  20  minute  drive  in  rush  hour  traffic  can  be 
stretched  into  a  45-t-minute  white-knuckling  adventure  because  none  of 
the  roads  have  freaking  street  signs  with  names  on  them.  I  do  have  an 
On-Star  phone  which  gave  me  some  hope  of  keeping  in  touch  with 
Nancy.  Luckily  for  me,  she  talked  me  into  a  landing  at  her  hou.se.  She  and 
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her  husband,  Rob,  were  excellent  hosts  and  I  enjoyed  a  delicious  dinner 

with  them.  The  next  day  Nancy  offered  to  show  David  and  me  down¬ 
town  Seattle.  The  market  (or  I  should  say  markets,  stores,  and  street 
vendors)  was  all  that  I  had  imagined  it  would  be.  It  was  a  feast  for  all  of 
your  senses.  Again,  as  a  small  town  boy,  I  don’t  get  standing  in  a  30  yard 
long  line  to  get  a  cup  of  $4  coffee  from  the  “original”  Starbucks,  or  even 
needing  to  hang  from  an  awning  to  have  my  picture  taken  in  front  of  the 
store.  But  again,  I  digress. 

After  leaving  Nancy’s  and  Rob’s  house,  David  and  I  headed  for 
Portland.  We  visited  a  number  of  waterfalls  and  other  natural  sites  of 
interest.  In  Portland,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  being  in  the  same  hotel  as 
Bruce  and  Pam  Holland,  lASAC  members  from  VA.  We  had  a  chance  to 
get  to  .see  one  another  at  the  hotel  and  some  of  the  other  places  we 
visited.  This  time  David  did  do  the  city  driving.  He  was  good  about 
getting  us  to  and  from  the  convention  center.  Again,  though,  I  had  made 
a  major  slip-up.  The  first  day  in  Portland,  David  hooked  up  with  another 
one  of  his  friends  on  the  West  coast  so  he  took  off  on  a  biking  adventure. 

I  asked  for  directions  to  the  city  convention  center.  WRONG!  It  was  the 
convention  center  attached  to  the  Double  Tree  Hotel.  Again,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  cruising  back  streets,  one  way  streets,  4  lane  streets  LOST!  It 
took  me  2  hours  to  drive  18  miles  in  Portland  during  RUSH  HOUR- 
AGAIN!  AND  I  never  did  find  the  hotel/convention  center  that  day.  The 
next  day  David  with  I-phone  chauffeured  Baice,  Pam,  and  me  to  the 
hotel  where  we  met  up  with  the  other  lASAC  members  who  were  there. 

Silver  bullion  and  even  art  bars  were  selling  at  $1  to  $4  over  spot. 

I  picked  up  a  Wall  Street  Mint  10  oz.  bar  and  some  art  bars  from  dealers 
including  my  friend,  fim  Best.  He  had  some  nice  bars  at  reasonable 
prices,  so  1  was  a  buyer.  Also,  I  did  pick  up  some  foreign  fine  silver  coins 
from  a  dealer’s  junk  box  for  a  buck  a  piece.  (I  don’t  think  he  knew  the 
Spanish  or  French  words  for  silver!)  They  both  cataloged  at  over  $20 
ASW.  It  was  worth  the  time  to  look  through  some  of  those  junk  boxes. 
The  other  thing  that  happened  that  Saturday  was  I  met  a  dealer  (Michael 
Sanders)  face  to  face  from  the  West  coast  that  I  had  been  buying  So-

The  annual  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:04pm  by  Nancy  Yee,  who 
introduced  herself  and  welcomed  every  one.  Introductions  proceeded  with  Doug 
lennings,  Joseph  Markulics,  Bruce  Holland,  Pam  Holland,  Wayne  Clanin, 
Phyllis  Clanin,  Dave  Belcher,  Sandi  Belcher,  Jim  Best,  Carrie  Best,  Michelle 
Burke,  Garrett  Burke,  Joe  Donovan  and  Beth  Donovan. 

Individual  acceptance  of  Officer  &  Trustee  Service  Recognition  awards  were 
presented  to  President  Nancy  Yee,  Vice  President  Doug  Jennings,  Secretary 
Treasurer  Joseph  Markulics,  and  Trustees'  Phyllis  Clanin  and  Jim  Best.  A 
moment  of  appreciation  for  the  additional  Officer  and  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  who  could  not  be  present  was  spent  followed  by  the  announcement  of 
three  dedicated  members,  Karl  Urda,  Gary  Fouquet  and  Jacqueline  Lorenzo, 
would  be  receiving  ten  year  membership  pins.

This  year  the  club  art  bar  was  in  fact  a  1 
oz.,  .999  silver  bar,  which  incorporates  an  Oregon  theme  in  honor  of  the  first 
official  lASAC  presence  in  the  city  of  Portland.  Sales  have  been  honorable  and 
a  few  remain  available  for  members  who  may  be  interested.  ,A  total  mintage 
has  been  established  as  two  hundred  ounces,  one  hundred  forty  plain  and 
sixty  enameled  with  the  standard  variation  of  serial  numbers  to  accommodate 
members  request  for  membership  numbers. 
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The  winning  design  was  submitted  by  member  Chris  Geiner,  founder  of  CMG 
Mint  m  Toledo,  Ohio.  Chris  has  done  extraordinary'  things  this  past  year,  since 
his  official  introduction  to  the  design  and  production  of  art  bars.  He  is 
committed  and  passionate  about  the  hobby  and  always  supportive  of  lASAC 
members  and  fellow  enthusiasts.  This  year  is  his  first  design  contest  win. 
Congratulations!  He  will  receive  the  first  strike  award  a  triple  zero  serial 
numbered  edition,  in  the  mail. 

A  quick  recess  was  taken  for  refreshments  and  the  distribution  of  purchases  to 
members  present  for  the  convention.  Fortunately  Jim  Best  and  Vice  President 
Doug  Jennings  welcomed  the  task  at  hand. 

The  unresolved  contest  prizes  were  next  to  be  announced,  starting  with  the 
membership  drive.  That  award  went  to  Randy  Rush  for  his  outstanding 
performance  and  recruitment  of  six  recent  members.  The  prize  consisted  of  a 
limited  edition  .999  silver  and  gold-plate  “Congratulations”  bar,  depicting  an 
lASAC  logo  reverse. 

The  Price  of  Silver  contest  was  awarded  to  Lynnae  Clark  with  a  submission  of 
$23.76.  The  actual  spot  price  of  silver  was  recorded  as  $23.53,  for  a  difference 
of  only  $0.23.
